LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  March  4  states  as  follows: 

"The  expected  revival  in  the  demand  for  cotton  in  this  and 
other  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  failed  this  week  to 
materialize,  and  the  market  dropped  back  into  the  dullness  which 

has  characterized  it  for  weeks  and  weeks.  *** 

*  *  * 

"  ***    It  is  on  the  longer  stapled  cotton  only  that  the  price 
structure  has  remained  fully  as  strong  as  it  was  a  week  ago, 
with  no  suggestion  of  weakening  in  tone. 

"In  fact,  the  Interest  in  extra  long  staple  cotton  extended 
also  to  Egyptians,  and  to  Fima,  and  has  kept  prices  for  Sudan 
Sakel  and  for  American  Pima  very  high.      Sales  of  good  grade 
Sudan  Sakel,  a  few  days  ago,  were  reported  at  44  and  45  cents 
and  a  number  of  inquiries  this  week  tor  prices  on  new  crop  Sudan 
Sakel,  which  will  come  into  the  market  in  about  another  month, 
have  revealed  the  fact  that  the  Egyptian  authorities  as  yet  have 
refused  to  set  a  price  on  new  crop  cotton  and  do  not  expect  to 
do  so  until  they  have  an  opportunity  to  look  over,  the  first  sample 
of  the  crop- 

"On  Pima  cotton  there  is  a  demand  for  number  twos  on  which 
prices  range  in  the  neighborhood  of  42  cents,  while  number  threes 
are  quoted  at  39-1/23  to  40-l/2c.      No  great  amount  of  trading 
has  taken  place  for  the  simple  reason  that  there  seems  to  be 
very  little  cotton  available  for  sale  at  any  price. 

"On  straight  Egyptian  Sakellaridis  cotton,  medium  grades  are 
quoted  at  37c  to  38c  without  exciting  much  interest  here.  On 
Egyptian  uppers  there  has  been  occasional  interest  and  some 
trading  around  27-l/Zc  to  29c  for  medium  grade  cottons.  These 
prices  are  still  higher  than  would  be  charged  for  American  staple 
cotton  of  similar  spinning  value.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  March  11  states  as  follows: 

"There  was  very  little  demand  for  extra  staple  cotton  during 
the  past  week  and  selling  pressure  that  developed  in  several 
sections  of  the  South  caused  some  recession  in  prices  on  most 
types  of  domestic  cotton,  cancelling  the  advance  that  was  made 
some  two  or  three  v/eeks  ago.      In  all  except  the  vary  long  staple 
lengths,  prices  are  back  again  at  the  very  lowest  levels  touched 
this  season,   so  far  as  basis  goes,  but  the  mills  are  showing 
very  little  buying  interest.  *** 

*  *  * 

"Medium  grade  Egyptian  uppers  advanced  at  the  close  of  the 
week  due,  supposedly,  to  the  warlike  outbreaks  in  Arabia  and  the 
strained  relations  between  Groat  Britain  and  Egypt.  Current 
quotations  ranged  between  28  and  29  cents,  though  occasional  spot 
lots  could  be  had  around  27-l/2  cents.      Medium  grade  Sakel  is 
also  higher,  being  quoted  around  38  cents  with  very  high  grades 
around  42  cents.      There  has  been  little  or  no  trading  in  Egyptians 
with  the  exception  of  occasional  small  sales  of  high  grade  Sakel. 

"There  is  interest  in  Sudan  Sakel  which  is  expected  to  come 
on  the  market  in  about  another  month,  and  quotations  of  the  longest 
staple  for  shipment  range  up  to  46  and  48  cents.      Second  and 
third  quality  staple  is  quotad  around  44  and  45  cents,  with  some 
dispossd  to  take  limited  orders  for  third  quality  around  43  cents. 

"Inquiry  for  Pima  is  still  reported,  but  little  or  no  cotton 
can  be  had.      Number  twos  are  sought  around  42  to  43  cents,  and 
number  threes  are  nominally  priced  around  40  to  41  cents,  though 
there  is  virtually  none  to  be  had.

"The  upturn  in  cotton  futures  which  came  at  the  close  of  the 

week  brought  some  increase  in  the  Inquiry  for  extra  staple  cotton 

in  this  and  other  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers,  though  the 

week,  prior  to  the  advance,  was  almost  devoid  of  activity.  Cotton 

merchants  who  have  been  discouraged  at  the  absence  of  mill  demand, 

welcomed  the  higher  future  market  and  expect  much  more  active 

trading  during  the  next  few  days  if  the  higher  levels  are  maintained. 

They  point  to  the  extremely  slander  reserve  supplies  of  cotton  the 

mills  have  on  hand  and  to  the  absence  of  any  large  stock  of  spots 

in  New  England  and  predict  that  any  increase  in  cloth  or  yarn 

demand  will  bring  a  sharp  inquiry  for  quick  cotton.      The  jump  in 

futures  came  too  late,  howev 3r,  to  influence  this  past  week's  businoss.

"Medium  grade  Egyptian  uppers  are  quoted  at  29-l/2  to  30  cents 
but  are  not  moving  in  volume,   sine 3  this  is  two  cents  above  what 
they  were  sold  for  only  a  few  weeks  ago.      Medium  grade  Sakel  is 
quoted  39  to  40  C3nts  with  some  asking  40-l/2  and  41  centsi  On 
the  other  hand,   there  are  small  quantities  of  spots  available 
around  38  to  38-l/2  cents.      On  medium  grade  Egyptian  uppers  the 
current  price  is  now  30-l/2  cents.      Though  soma  slight  trading  has 
b3en  done  in  Sakel,   there  has  bean  very  little  buying  of  uppers 
except  in  one  or  two  quarters  in  the  Providence  market. 

"Pima  cotton  is  wanted  in  several  quarters  but  the  better  grades 
are  not  to  be  had.

"Cotton"  (Manchester),  issue  of  March  3,  contains  the  following  dispatch 
from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  under  date  of  February  23: 

"Weather  conditions  in  Lower  Egypt  have  not  been  at  all  favourable 
this  week,  and  ploughing  and  planting  have  been  seriously  interfered  with. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  wo  shall  soon  see  ar  improvement,  otherwise 
replanting  on  an  extensive  scale  will  be  necessary,  with  a  corresponding 
depreciation  in  tho  quality  of  the  crop  owing  to  tho  fact  that  the  seed 
used  for  replanting  is  never  so  good  as  the  seed  first  put  in.

"The  Sudan  Nilo  gauges  are  noarly  evory^hero  appreciably  below  last 
year,  Ma  laical  showing  9.84  metres  against  10.20,  Roseires  11.18  metros 
against  11.56,  and  Vv'adi  Haifa  0.90  metres  against  1.88."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  March  25  states  as  follows: 

"The  sensational  rise  in  the  price  of  Egyptian  cotton  was  the 
outstanding  feature  cf  the  extra  staple  cotton  market  during  the 
past  week,  but  so  far  it  has  failed  to  affect  the  quotations  on 
American  staple  cotton.      Basis  throughout  the  list  has  remained 
virtually  unchanged  from  the  levels  of  a  weok  ago,  though  the 
wider  inquiry  and  a  somewhat  better  buying  interest  in  this  and 
other  Nov/  England  consuming  markets  has  tended  to  strengthen  the 
tone  of  the  quotations  and  made  it  more  difficult  to  obtain 
further  shading.      Even  now  the  d3mand  is  far  from  insistent,  and 
some  claim  it  is  not  strong  enough  to  merit  the  term  "demand," 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  manufacturers  everywhere  are  more 
interested  in  cotton  offerings  than  they  have  been  heretofore, 
and  almost  without  exception  they  are  willing  to  pick  up  bargain 
lots.      There  is  some  indication  of  a  more  pressing  need  for 
replenishing  raw  material  supplies,  but  it  is  seldom  that  any  |f 
the  mills  show  any  urgent  necessity  for  immediate  delivery. 
Spots  as  yet  are  bringing  no  premiums  over  prompt  shipment.

"The  price  of  Egyptian  Sakellaridis  advanced  fully  3  cents 
a  pound  this  week  and  the  quotation  for  medium  grade  Sak  is  now 
41  to  42  cents  with  slightly  higher  grade  quoted  at  44  to  45  cents. 
The  highest  grade  Sakel  is  quoted  at  49-l/2  cents  and  there  have 
been  sales  of  high  grado  Sakel  here  this  week  around  45  cents. 
The  advance  has  not  killed  the  buying  interest  here,  though  the 
trading  in  medium  and  high  grades  is  not  of  large  volume.  Sudan 
Sakel  of  moderately  high  grade  is  quoted  49  to  50  cents,  while 
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Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  continued: 

the  very  high  grade  Sudan  is  priced  bo two on  51  and  52  cents. 
Not  much  trading  in  this  has  been  reportod.      Uppers  did  not 
climb  as  rapidly  as  Sake!  but  were  quoted  at  tho  close  of  this 
week  between  31  and  32  cents,  as  compared  to  approximately

"Pima  cotton  has  been  offered  around  45  cents  for  number  twos 
and  threes  and  one  to  two  cents  higher  for  number  twos,  but  it 
is  said  that  the  staple  length  is  not  fully  up  to  standard.
